A. S. Woods of Batesville, Ark., was 
brought to St. Louis and placed in the Mis- 
souri Pacific Hospital Tuesday evening to 
be treated for ser:ous injuries sustained in 
a rather peculiar way. All things consid- 
ered, Mr. Woods is lucky to be alive, and 
it is this realizatioi which helps him to 
, bear his sufferings so philosophically. 
| His principal injury is a broken hand 

and fractured forearm on the left side. 

The right hands is also disabled, though 

not broken, and his head is bruised pain- 
| fully. 

Woods is a brakeman for the Missouri 
| Pacific Railroad, He spent Christmas day 
in Newport, Ark., and was due to leave 
there on the north-bound evening train. 
He was due in Pine Bluff the next morn- 
ing to go out on his regular run. 

When Woods got to the depot at New- 
port the train was slowly pulling out. The 
station platform was crowded with loung- 
ers, Many of whom, says, Woods, were 
overloaded with Christmas cheer of the 
moist kind. Rather than try to force his 
Way through the crowd Woods chose to 
swing on the back platform of the rear 
Pullman coach, thinking to ride as far as 
Diaz, two miles north, where the train 
would Stop, and he could then get inside. 

There was a light covering of snow on 
the ground and the weather was biting cold 
for Arkansas, and Woods secon began to 
feel uncomfortable. The train was vesti- 
buled and Woods was prevented from as- 
cending the steps upon which he was stand- 
ing end placing himself under the pro.ec- 
tion of the platform proper by the vestibule 
doors, which were locked. It occurred to 
him that he might throw one leg around the

The fall knocked him unconscions, 
though howvlong he remained senseless’ he 
doesn’t knew. When he returned to con- 
sciousness his first thought was of the next 
train. He was in intense pain, but he man- 
aged to scramble to his feet and get his 
bearings. 

Then, with both arms dangling helpless 
at his side, his head gashed and his brain 
dazed, Woods put forth every exertion 
and set out on the cold tramp back to 
Newport. It was after 10 o'clock in the 
evening when he walked into the town. The 
Missouri Pacific surgeon at Newport 
dressed his injuries and he was made com- 
fortable for the night at a hotel, 

Tuesday morning he was placed on board 
a train and forwarded to St. Louis for fur- 
ther attendance. 

It will be several weeks before Wodds 
will be able to go back to his work as a 
brakeman.

BUYING UP MORE BANKS. 


MOVING IN THIS SCHEME AS 
THEY DID IN THE OLL MONOP- 
OLY OF THE WORLD. 


Secretary Gage Will Hear From the 
Country Through Congress Concern- 
ing the, Favoritism Shown the 
Standard Oil Barons in the 
Deposit of Public Funds. .

NEW YORK, Dec. 27.—Evidence accumu. 
lates that the Standard Oil crowd intended 
to control the money market of America. 

The National Park Bank, one of the most 
impcertant financial institutions of the city, 
has passed into the contrel of the Rocke- 
fellers and others.of the Standard Ou 
crowd. 

Wall street so interpreted a notice sent 
out yesterday to the stockholders of the 
National Park Bank. 

This notice conveyed the information 
that an important meeting of the stock- 


-holaers will be held on Jan. & for the pur- 


pose of voting on an amendment to the 
charter, permitting an increase or decrease 
in the number of directors, whichever may 
be deemed best. 

The rotice further stated that within the 
past year a vast new interest has grown 
up among the stockholders, an _ interest 
which has no representation in the bank’s 
cirectory. ; 

The present directory, the notice also 
States, does not represent the entire con- 
trolling interest of the bank, and that it is 
deemed necessary to give this new interest 
representation. 

This note caused considerable surprise in 
Wall street, and it was generally believed 
that it was sent out in obedience to a re- 
quest by the Rockefeller interest. 

The Rockefellers and their essociates, It 
is known, have been steady purchasers of 
Nutional Park stock for the past year, and 
as a result the prices of shares have risen 
in that tine from 263 on Jan., 5,' 1898, to 
400 on Jan. 5, 1899, ard to 500 on yesterday. 

The addition of the Nationa] Park would 
be a valuable one to the group known as 
the Standard Oil banks. This consists of 
the National City, the “Imperial Bank" of 
the McKinley Administration; the Hanover 
National, the Second National, the United 
States TrustCo, and the Farmers’ Loan 
and Trust Co. 

The aggregate Heposits of these and the 
Naticnal Park, abcording to the last week- 
ly statement of the associated banks of 
New York, is $900,947,410, and the aggregate 
loans $268,714,990.- 

The deposits of all the associated banks 
is $740,395,700 and the loans $673,315,900, show- 
ing that the Standard Ot] baffks control 
41.86 per cent of the total of deposits and 
39.90 per cent of the loans. 

In other words, the Rockefellers are rap- 
idly achieving a monopoly of the financial 
business of this clty, the money center of 
the nation, on the same lines that they 
monopolize the oil industry.

Bonator Allen of Nebraska said: “Of 
course it is wrong, and that part of Secre- 
tary Gage’s policy which*excludes the pub- 
lic from a knowledge of the transaction ts 
inexcusable. The people of the United, 
States, aisd all others, are entitled to know 
the details and reasons for a transaction of 
that kind.” 

Senator Allen stated that he was prepar- 
ing to bring this matter up in the Senate, 
whea he would take occasion to make the 
Secretary’s action appear in its true light. 

Senatoy Money of Mississippi said: ‘It 
looks as if Gage was in a big hurry to tufn 
the money over to the National City Bank 
for some redson. With the bill in operation 
which the Republicans say they are going 
to pass it will be easy enough for all the 
banks to get money—all they want. 

“Secretay Gage’s favoritism is certainly 
a soft snap for the bank,” said Represen- 
tative Champ Clark of Missouri, ‘but it 
is decidely an outrage on the le.

GAGE HAS MADE A BLUNDER. 


Chicago Bankers Criticise the Action of 
the National Financier. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch.

embraced and kissed her. 

Griffin was shot in the Battery ealoon, 
Fourteenth and Clark avenue, at 1 o'clock 
Tuesday morning, by McDermott. 

Mrs. Griffin was a witness to the shoot- 
ing, and begged McDermott, on her knees, 
not to kill her husband. Her appeai was 


unheeded. A large crowd was present at, 


the inquest. Mrs. Griffin was attired in 
mourning. 

liam Stanton of 925 North Nmeteenth 
street, a shoemaker, was the first witness. 
He testified that when he entered the sa- 
loon Griffin, Mrs. Griffin and George Gum, 
the bartender, were drinking at tne bar. 
McDermott entered later. Griffin told his 
wife to go home and the two went to the 
cigar stand in front and had words. Later 
they returned and Griffin flourished a knife 
threateningly. Griffin drew the blade of 
the knife across witness’ back. Witness 
gaid Griffin -rushed toward McDermott, 


shouting: 

“T’ll kill that red-headed ——- —-.”’ 

Witness ran out of the saloon and heard 
several shots fired. He did not witness 
the shooting. W.tness said McDermott was 
sober, but Griffin was drunk, When Griffin 
was flourishing the knife, McDermott tried 
to take it away from h:.m. 

At this point McDermott showed the jury 
Several slashes in his coat. The garment 
was identified by Stanton as the same Mc- 


Dermott wore at the time of the shooting. | 


George Gum, barkeeper at the Battery 
Saloon, testified that the Griffins entered 
the saloon about 9 o’clock Monday night 
and remained until the tragedy. 

Griffin was abusing his wife because she 
wanted him to go home, and I told him to 
stop maltreating her. He became angry 
@nd toid me not to interfere between him 
and his wife. Then ‘Marty’ Moore came in 
and tried to quiet Griffin. Then McDer- 
mott came over and flashed a gun at Grif- 
fin. No words were spoken and Moore 
and I tried to separate Griffin and McDer- 
mott, Griffin drew a knife and McDermott 
fired two shots into the floor. Griffin at- 
tacked him with the knife and McDermott 
shot him twice.’’ 

Gum's testimony differed somewhat from 
Stanton’s. He denied that Griffin threat- 
ened to kil McDermott. Gum identified 
the knife used by Griffin. It is an ordinary 
pocket knife with a nickel handie. 

Martin Moore, a steam fitter, testified 

that Griffin struck his wife and McDermoti 
tnterfered. Witness led Griffin to the front 
of the saloon. Witness reminded him that 
it was Christmas and no time for quar- 
rth A Griffin exclaimed thate he would 
kill McDermott, and, breaking loose, ran 
back into the saloon. He opened a knife 
@nd attacked McDermott with it. 
* Mrs. Griffin was the cause of all the 
trouble,’ said the witness. “She was sit- 
ting at the table drinking with her hus- 
band.” 

Gum was recalied and stated that a pri- 
vate watchman, name unknown to the 
witness, left a package of cartridges at the 
saioon for McDermott. The latter had in- 
quired Monday afternoon if an officer had 
left cartridges for him. Dr. Lloyd sent 
for the private watchman. 

William Keegan, a porter of 2330 Hickory 
street, testihMea that he entered the saloon 
early in the even.-ng and went to sleep.

STATE LONG DISTANCE LINE. 


Proposed New Company to Run Wires 
Across Missouri and Down to 
the Joplin District.

The Missouri Independent Telephone AS- 
sociation convened in annual session at the 
Lindell Hotel Wednesday morning. About 
20 companies in Missouri were represented, 
Mr. J. A. Hudson of Macon presided and 
Mr. Theodore Gary of Columbia acted as 
Secretary. 

(Mr. John W. Layne. president of the 
Carthage Electric and Telephone Co., and 
Mr. M. A. King, fon a number of years 
connected with the telephone business, 
were elecied to membership. 

The question of levying an assessment 
of 10 cents per year on each phone in use, 
for the purpose of raising a fund to de- 
fend the independent companies against 


the encroachment of trusts, provoked a 
lengthy discussion. The question of as- 
sessment and the limiting of the number of 
votes to not more than three was, as ap- 
peared in the discussion, the chief reason 
why the Kinloch company, an independ- 
ent line, refused to join the State asso- 
clation. A proposition to change the by- 
laws in order to eliminate the objections 
raised by the Kinloch company was made 
without definite result. 

The attention of the delegates was alsv 
directed to the plans of a company ‘now 
forming for the purpose of constructing an 
independent toll lime across the State, north 
of the Missouri, from St. Louis to St. Jo- 
seph and Kansas City and down to the 
Jopiin district. This new company, which, 
it appears, will grow out of the present kin- 
loch Company, is seeking the aid and co- 
operation of local independent lines. 

No definite action was taken in regard 
to the proposed long distance line at the

laces. 

“TI might get up,” he said. 

When she awoke Wednesday morning he 
was not there. She. called him, and, re- 
ceiving no answer, became so alarmed that 
she called their adopted daughter, and they 
searched the house. The man could not be 
found, although his shoes and a part of his 
clothing were in their propér places. 

After a time the aughter discovered 
footprints in the light snow leading to the 
coalshed in the rear of the long back yard. 
With Mrs. Shirmer she went to the shed. 
The wife went in and there found her hus- 
band dead. A wound in the side of the 
head above the right ear and a revolver 
grasped in his right hand told the manner 
of his death. 

Mrs. Shirmer is an invalid. She stated 
Wednesday morning that she could assign 
no reason for her husband wishing to die; 
that their income was sufficient and their 
home life happy.

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THE IMPERIAL BANK. 


In the light of recent events it is clear that the trust move- 
ment is entering upon another stage, in which an Imperial 
Bank will be the central gunglion from which -wil] radiate the 
nerves of the great monopoly. 

This bank is foreshadowed as the result of a consolidation 
of two or three financial institutions under control of the 
Standard Oil combine, an‘ virtually the fiscal agent of the 
United States. Nicholas Bidcle’s United States nk was a 
puny pigmy compared to such a great money trust. 

An institution of this kind may well be called imperial. Its 
power can hardly be measured. Controlling the money mar- 
ket and commanding the credit of the greatest monopolies on 
earth such a bank will enioy dominion beside which that of 
the military coneueror is petty and futile. 

Business will be at the mercy of the Imperial Bank. Panics 
can be manufactured and quieted at will. No man is quite 
sure the trust does not covet his trade. He may be plunged 
into ruin in the moment when his affairs are most satisfac- 
tory. The Government itself becomes the vassals of the lords 
of money. : 

Imperialism in politics; imperialism in finance—Democracy 
and Republican institutions must be saved from this menac- 
ing tendency. 


The people of St. Louis should fully understand that they 
cannot depend upon the police for protection from burg- 
lars. No policeman, be he ever so efficient, can remain upon 
one block. As soon as he has passed, thieves are free to 
work. A determination by householders to shoot down house.

Next Tuesday the Practice Will Begin, 


in Spite of Having Been Laughed 


The custom among lawyers practicing in 
the United States courts of standing when 
the judge ascends his bench to convene 
court will be put in operation In the Cir- 
cuit Court and Court of Appeals of St. 
Louis after Jan. 1. 

This announcement May cause some sur- 


ce in view of the recent action of the 
Bt Louis Bar Association as a body in 
overwhelmingly voting down a proposition 
to adopt the custom at a meet ‘held in 
room No. 4 at the Courthouse. ‘The idea 
of extending the practices of courts of im~- 
perial countries any further in America 
Was ridiculed so eXtravagantly that the 
general opinion was that it would never 
again be agitated in St. Louls, 

But that was not the case. The friends 
of everything that adds dignity to the bar 
and makes the sessions of courts more 
impressive could —_ be so easily defeated. 
They did not reg 
ing "while courts are being convened as 
un-American. True,’ it is practiced 
countries where there are kings, went, Saey 
argued, those countries ep era tn e 
that are admirabie, and the 
courts and the ood that attends their 
sessions is one 0 em.
